THE BHJ TREES. 


Tbeliate Bl*l)0j> Haven on the Ilia 
Trees of California 


IT is an hour's climb up a smooth 


elegant road, 
through 
forests th* 


naturally prepare the way — a giant's 
causeway to the greater giants. 
The 


immense pines would startle you, onlj 
you must keep your surprises for the 
Sequoia, as they are called. 
After this 


hour's ride, at a sharp turn in the road, 
in among dense forests of pines anc 
hemlocks, rise two trees close to each 
other, the bark smooth and of the color 
of cinnamon. 
They, are called the 


Sentinels. You see and surrender. So 
massive, so symmetrical, so clear, so 
stately; nothing strained. 
There is 


nothing strained about a big man; no 
more about the big trees. 
They are 


naturally big. Instantly the immense 
pines assume their humbler position. 
Their heads bow; their forms contract. 
They are servants in the presence oJ 
these, their masters. 
Hundreds of feet 


above the ground spring out short 
branches, ragged and not especially 
comely. The tiny leaf of the hemlock 
grows thinly on.these short and scrago-y 
branches. 
Yet this green, curly hair, 


crowning the light-brown stalk, gives a 
not uncomely aspect. 
It seems more 


fitting than .wide-spreading arms and 
large leaves. 
-Esery. thing -is made 


tributary to tallness and size of the tree 
itself. 
These slight appurtenances 


only intensify the extraordinary qua! 


Perhaps some sneering critic might 


say it was the natural law—that mere 
bigness can produce nothing great. 
Short boughs and thin leaves show how 
bulk runs to bulk alone. But even then 
" all is well and wisely put." 
Bulk is 


its own reward. 
-!<tt is itself sufficient 


cause for being. The Sentinels are sat- 
isfactory as. sentinels. Bat the majes- 
ties are still to come. 
Whirl round the 


corner in wh'ose angle they stand, and 
in a few rods yon stand before the chief 
of the clan. Get out of the wagon, and 
reverently pace around the mighty mass 
of living wood. 
It takes'forty paces to 


walk around it. 
Its cavernous sides, 


blackened by fires that have been 
kindled in them, ope their ponderous 
jaws, twenty and thirty feet above you, 
twenty and thirty feet within the outer 
bark. Its lowest measure is a hundred 
feet, while its wide-extending roots, that 
come out from the sides like the paws of 
a lion from his legs, if included in the 
measurement, would make it cover a 
hundred and twenty if not a hundred 
and fifty feet. 


This tree is not as tall as some of its 


fellows. 
It has devoted itself to bulk. 


It hardly reaches three hundred feet. It 
is called the Grizzly Giant and is the 
master of the forest. 
Opposite lies its 


fellow, prone. A set of steps—a dozen 
or twenty of them—leads you to the 
upper side of the monster, and you 
promenade on a deck longer than that 
of an Atlantic steamer, if it had a 
deck that traversed its whole lenoth. 
But these 
are 
wonders, and tiiey 


are--cheap. A few rodi further, and 
we meet a double tree, shooting up 
from one base the matter of a hundred 
feet,, and then departing—a couple of 
Bunker Hill monuments perched on a 
trunk a hundred feet high and bigo-er 
round than it is at its base. The trees 
are not so numerous as to distract. 
They are all easily noticeable. The 
other trees gather about them ia due 
humility plenty of servants for the few 
forest, lords. May they have a large 
progeny. The young Sequoia, even to 
saplings a foot high, are numerous. 
They show that, if let alone three thou- 
sand years, there may be other giants 
on the earth of the same blood as these. 


\ye pass through.this grove, wind up 


a hill .another mile or two, and enter a 
still larger forest of 
larger 
trees. 


Though no one here surpasses the Griz- 
zly (jiftnt, many here surpass the most 
there. 
They are also a more comelv 


group. They stand forth in their light- 
brown apparel, twenty and thirty feet in 
diameter, tall, graceful, marvelous. 


At the terminus of the trip the chief 


surprise occurred. 
George turns his 


four 
horses and wagon, 
containing 


eight persons, straight to one of the 
trees. The road runs neither to the one 
side nor the other. 
It is Longfellow's 


Western road, which, opening wide and 


No onu event so impresses tho visitor. 


Vet, 
when yon come to figures, it does 


not surprise you. A double team and a 
carriage is not thirty feet long. 
This 


ree id thirty feet through. 
The im- 


mense cut has not destroyed its vitality. 
It grows green above and around the 
deep cut, and looks likely to live and 
jrow another, three thousand years. 


Up another trunk you look through 


an orifice in the top — a telescope by the 
side of which Ross's is a microscope. 
Through another, prone, you walk for 
several hundred feet, the roof as high as 
that of a countrj- church. In another, 
called Haverford, named from that col- 
ege, a group of a hundred collegians 
jould easily gather and sing their wildest 
jacchaiials, without disturbing its se- 
renity. 


There arc several of these forests ; but 


nearly all within a compass of a hun- 
dred miles. I heard Gen. llosencranz 
discourse very intelligently and agreea- 
bly on their origin. 
lie ^declared they 


liad attained their immense age and size 
by virtue of their position— sheltered by 
higher hills froni ocean blasts and by 
conditions of climate from severe change 
of weather. Certain it is that this group 
has sucli shelter and warmth. 
Certain, 


also, it is that the redwood of the Coast 
Range, of which it is the kin, does not 
attain to such proportions. 
Certain it 


is also, that they are not found out of this 
warm and protected region, those that 
appear a hundred mites to the south be- 
ing; in the same line of climate and con- 
dition, and the groups that cluatei 
around thia center, known by different 
names — as Calaveras, Tuolumne,Fresno, 
and Mariposa — but all in one center 
and of a short radius.— -The Late Bishop 
Gilbert Have.n, in N. Y.

Individuality of the Horse. 
ONE thing curious and interesting 


about the horse is its individuality 
This is a characteristic common to al 
animals, undoubtedly, to a greater or 
less degree, but surpassingly so, we 
think,, in the case of the horse. How 
this characteristic varies in horses is 
well known by any one who has ever 
intelligently drawn a rein over a gooc 
roadster. The individuality of horses 
varies as much as that of men. Every 
one has a different mental as .well a: 
physical make-up. 
Some horses seem 


to possess brains, to have some sense 
are quick to understand and obey the 
.least sign, motion or word of their mas 
ter ; others arc not inaptly termec 
•"lunk-heads," always awkward, lum- 
bering about, difficult to teach, anc 
never "make any thing," in a horse 
ological sense, 
it may be true thai 


:these traits in a horse .ire sometimes 
due to the habits of his driver or owner 
and that the horse itself may not be so 
much to blame for his ignorance, bu 
however much he may be excused 01 
this score, there is a surprising differ- 
ence in these mental qualities of horses 
Some men drive and use horses for 
years and yet never realize any thing 
or that there is any more difference be- 
tween them than 
there is between 


so many barrels or saw-logs. Other men 
who handle horses a great deal, who 
buy and sell frequently, and who studi 
much their different characteristics, wit 
tell you how wonderful horses are, hov 
much more they know than some men. 
Jiow much each one has to be driven 
jind handled differently, and how mucl 
they will sometimes "teach even theii 
Drivers ! Between a nervous, sensitive 
intelligent horse, and his considerat 
owner, how large a union of fellowship 
dud sympathy exists. In the stable, 01 
(jhe road, if overtaken by an accident 
the cool, sensible man is sure to have 
quick sympathy from his faithful horse 
He trusts his master, as his master trust 
him. 
If the master is quiet, the horsi 


jvill be equally so, knowing every thing 
ia safe; if the master blusters, or be 
comes anxious, or exhibits fear, thi 
torse knows it at once, and become 
restive likewise. 
Oh, that men only 


knew that horses know" much more than 
they give them credit for, and that the; 
would use them more humanely, as the; 
should, than they now do.

hot brutes, they . are noble, intelligent 
fensible creatures, the most useful ani 
pial servant which Divine Goodness ha 
given to man !

JUST now, when Greece and Turkey 


are almost in conllict with each other, 
it may be well to recall the fact that 
modern Greece embraces an area of 
about 15,000 square miles.

Attendance at the. public schools em- 
braces about three-fourths of the chil- 
dren between the ages of five and six- 
teen. 
The schools are practically free, 


no charges being exacted for the tuition 
of poor children.

ABOUT SEEDS. 


Important I l i n t a fur the '\gri<Milt M r- 


l l l J H t . 


"GOOD seed in a good soil" lias lonf 


boon significant of.-the best kind of 
farming; for it has been an assurance of 
good culture, while holding the promise 
uf a good harvest. The mnnnre pile 
may be large and well supplied, the cul- 
tivation may be excellent, the seasons 
favorable, but if the seed planted or 
sown is old, worthless, adulterated, or 
not true to name, what will come but 
vexatious disappointment, and a loss 
from which abundant inanurino- and 
o;ood weather, cannot, by any possibili- 
ty, insure one? First of all, then, wo 
say, use good seed. It is of more im- 
portance tliah all other farm operations 
or practices put together;;although sin- 
gular as it may appear it is generally 
looked upon as of slight consequence. 
This is no way better illustrated than 
by the indifference shown by most farm- 
ers in the matter of saving and im- 
proving the farm grains arid seeds by 
judicious selection and hybridix/mo-—a 
tiling which hundreds of farmers think 
they have no business to meddle with, 
but which must be left wholly to tho 
seed merchant and the scientific experi- 
menter. 
If farmers did but give a 


greater share of their attention to this 
matter, they would be more sure cf re- 
sults, and there would bo fewer occa- 
sions for disappointment and loss in tho 
growing of field and garden crops, than 
is now the case. 


Out of the great variety of cultivated 


grains and vegetables, only a very few 
are grown as what may be called stand- 
ard or leading crops. There are seven- 
ty different species of Vegetables, for 
instance, grown in the gardens and on 
the farms of the United States:: and 
the catalogues of seedsmen show as 
many as 400 varieties of these, :to: sav 
nothing of the potato, of' wMcn-'the 
varieties are almost endless. 
Of the 


above there are more than forty varie- 
ties of beans, corn, peas and tomatoes, 
each; fifteen of squashes, twenty of 
cucumbers, and thirty-five of melons • 
and yet we seldom see growino- upon 
our farms more .than three or- four of 
beans, two or three of corn, and one of 
tomatoes, squashes, cucumbers, and 
melons each; while of -the field grains; 
such as wheat, barley and oats, there is 
never but a single variety grown, 
except in a very few instances for ex- 
perimental purposes. 
AVe speak now of 


the sowing cf seeds as field and garden 
crops, and have no reference to the 
commercial features of the business 
These Tiave increased to a--very greab 
extent in recent years, especially in 
connection with the growing and im- 
provement of seeds for the vegetable 
garden; and in addition to those grown 
in our own country, immense quantities 
are imported from England, Germany, 
France, Belgium, Holland, and other 
foreign countries. 


One well known seed-grower in this 


State says he has paid as high as three 
Hundred dollars an ounce for choice 
cucumber seed for propagation 
it is 


estimated that 3,000 acjes of land in the 
btate of Aew \ork are devoted to the 
growing of peas and beans for seed pur- 
poses alone; 50 acres to flower sesd, 
and 2oO acres to vegetable seed 
In 


Michigan and Illinois 1,600 acres are in 
garden seeds, 1,000 in Pennsylvania and 


fW Jersey, and as many in Massachu- 


setts, Rhode Island and Connecticut; 
the crop of onion seed in the last samcd 
State 
being 
50,000 pounds annual- 


ly, i These figures give,, some idea 
of the extent of the seed-growing busi- 
ness m our country, but a! yet little at- 
tention has been given to: the growino- 
of wheat, barley, oats and other field" 
grams wholly for seed purposes. 
This 


BUCKWHEAT straw which heretofore 


lias been considered of little value has 
of late been utilized by some of the 
Western farmers by choppin^ it fine 
and adding meal to it. A small quanti- 
ty fed to stock occasionally would be 
relished, no doubt. 


is done chiefly by each farmer for his 
own uses, and it is to this—to the im- 
provement of these grains through se- 
lection and careful growing—that we 
hope to .see more attention "iven in tha 
future, 


In recent years much has been said 


concerning the "doctoring" or adultera- 
tion of field seeds; and our readers are 
alieady acquainted with the importance 
which 
this subject has 
reached in 


Germany, though in this country it has 
not yet seemed to become a profitable 
business to "doctor" field seeds as a 
regular profession. 
In Europe nearly 


fifty seed central stations are in opera- 
tion 
where all sorts of commercial 


seeds are tested previous to their bein» 
placed upon the market, or after thcv 
have been exposed for sale. The results 
there obtained have shown that the av- 
erage per centage of pure seed was 59: 
the average per cent, of foreign or adul- 


I terated substances 41, while of the 69 


per cent, of seeds which were what thev 
were represented to be, only 18 per 
cent, were capable of germination. 
Ulover seed is one of tho easiest sub- 
jects for "doctoring," and .among the 
impurities found in it have been sand 
crushed granite (colored), and the seeds 
of more than forty distinct species of 
noxious plants! 
Some good work has 


been done in the matter of detecting tho 
impurities in our useful seeds in this 
country. 
The 
tests 
so far made 


are hardly 
sufficient 
upon 
which 


to 
base accurate 
conclusions, but 


it 
is 
safe to 
say 
that 
20 
per 


cent, of impurities arc found in our 
grass seed, and 7 per cent, in clovers— 
these 
impurities consisting of dirt 


sand, chaff, and seeds of foul weeds. 
An interesting point in connection 


with seeds of vegetables and grains 
offered for sale is in reference to the 
relations which the seed grower and the 
seed merchant bear to the public. As 
to the matter of purity it is impossible 
to expect absolute perfection; but it is 
not impossible to expect a relative or 
practical purity, and to reach this should 
be the object of every seed grower and 
seed merchant. Those who grow seeds 
—especially of vegetables—should be 
careful to have stock of the right strain • 
grow it in locations where mixture will 
be impossible, keep the varieties dis- 
tmct and pure, and sell to seed mer- 
chants or tho public only the best 
The 


seedsman, whether he bo himself the 
grower or only the seller of the seed, 
must be able to guarantee to the farmer 
who buys seed, of practical purity, and 
of varieties absolutely true to name. 
I he farmer or market-gardener must 
know what he buys, and must be suro 
he can fall back on the seedsman for 
any loss from impurity or disappoint- 
ment consequent upon old, worthless, 
adulterated seeds. The safety and sta- 
bility of this whole vast business centers 
i n _ t u o practical carrying out of these 
rinoiplt's. — Nf-ni Knaland Farmer.

CI.OTIIES-I.INES should be well wiped 


and tukcn down after each wash. Gutta 
pcrcha lines arc the best. 


-One cup molasses, 


one-half cup of butter, one-half cup of 
boiling water, tablespoonfiil of ginger, 
a teaspoonful of soda and 
Hour suili- 
cicnt to roll out. 


As A rule, the size-of thrt seed will in- 


dicate the depth to plant it, slartin<* with 
tho smallest at one-half inch, such as 
culcry, parsnips, etc.; while peas and 
beans may be put one and a half inches 
deep. 


COCOANUT PUDDING.—To one large 


oocoanut, grated, add the whites of eight 
eggs, a quarter of a pound of sugar, 
quarter of a pound of butter, two spoon- 
fuls of rose water; bake it in paste. 


SWEET T'OTATO PUDDING.—Take five 


eggs, half a pound of butter, a quarter 
of a pourd of sugar, add as much potato, 
previously boiled, as will thicken it, the 
juice and grated pool of one lemon. 


BEKK THA.—Beef tea for the sick is 


made by boiling a tender steak nicely, 
seasoning it with pepper and salt, cut- 
ing it up and pouring water over it, not 
quite boiling; put in a little water at a 
-imo and let it soak the goodness out; 
then heat it'hot. 


THE Ontario Fruit Growers' Associ- 


ation agreed that the yellows in peach 
trees is a contagious disease, and that 
every tree showing signs of the disease 
should be rooted up and burnt. 
They 


favored steps being taken by the Gov- 
ernment to stamp -out tho disease. 


SPINACH.—Look over carefully, pick 


the leaves from the stein, wash, cook 
twenty minutes in salted water, drain, 
chop fine, return to the fire, season with 
butter, pepper and salt, press into a hot 
mold or bowl, turn out and garnish, with 
sliced egg. 


THE quality of the feed improves the 


quality of tho milk, but only bv slow and 
persistent efforts can this be. "done with 
the average cow, and it may be consid- 
ered useless to try and make a Jersey 
out of a Holstoin by feeding her corn- 
meal, nor can a Jersey be made a Hoi- 
stein by feeding straw alone. 


To 
PRESERVE 
CARPETS.—Carpets 
should bo shaken often. 
The dirt that 


collects under them grinds out the 
threads. But do not sweep them oftener 
than is absolutely necessary. 
Take a 


brash and dusting-pan and remove the 
dirt in this way, and your carpets will 
wear enough longer to pay for your 
labor. 


SALMON 
CROQUETTES.—One 
can 


of preserved 
salmon—drain off the 


liquor; yelks of two eggs; one raw egg; 
one-half cup bread-crumbs; tablespoon- 
ful of butter; pepper, and salt. 
Mince 


the fish, add the powdered yelks, the 
raw egg, the butter, then the crumba 
and seasoning. 
Form into egg-like 


cakes, roll in flour and fry in sweet lard, 
or lard and butter. 


THE smell of onions and other odors 


can be removed from kettles and sauce- 
puns. 
Put some wood-ashes into the 


utensil, add boiling water aud let .it 
stand a short time on the back part of 
the stove. Or if you have no wood- 
ashes, use potash, soda or concentrated 
lye with water, then wash in hot suds. 
All cooking utensils in which onions, 
cabbage or turnips have been cooked 
should be thus cleansed.
